AROUNDWORLD 


Winnifred And Minnie Muire 
Gone 
Six Months to a Day, Traveling 
in Twenty Countries 


BUY GOODS FOR T H EIR SHOPS 


Hear Many Harrowing 
Experiences 
From Japanese Earthquake Re­ 
fugees in Yokohama 


The Misses Winnifred and Minnie 
Muire arrived home Saturday from 
a trip around the world, buying for 
tlmir shops her«* and at St. 
Augus­ 
tine, Florida, and on- the last leg of 
their journey home, they spent a few 
hour-* in Yokohama. 
The Rushville women talked with 
many earthquake retugees in Yoko­ 
hama and nm 
the 
boat 
returning 
home, as well as on the train 
from 
Vancouver to Chicago, whose 
p a s­ 
sengers were all refugees with 
the 
exception of the Misses Muire and 
two Filipino trained nurses coming 
to thi- country to .study. 
The Misses Muire were gone six 
months to a day and 
traveled 
in 
twenty countries. They wert passen­ 
ger- otn nine steamships and thirty 
trains and spent sixty-five days ot 
the six months on the water. 
It was the thin! trip around 
the 
world for Miss Winnifred 
Muire, 
and the first for her sister, who m ar­ 
veled a t tlie beauties of the Orient, 
but came back home convinced that 
there is no place in the world like the 
United States. 
“ No one need ever tell me 
again 
that it is cheap to live in other coun­ 
tries,” she said, “ because I 
have 
found out differently." 
Miss Muire said that the |>eople of 
every land tried to “hold up” Amer­ 
icans, with very few exceptions. 
Mi>- Minnie Muire will go to St. 
Augustine -oon to open up their shop 
for the winter si'aNon anti Miss \\ J%* 
nil'red will remain here to 
unpack, 
mark and ship the scores ot 
pieces 
they brought, back from the 
Orient, 
Egypt and the 
Bible 
lands. 
The 
Rnshvilie women also bought some 
stock for other importers. 
As the steamship approached Yo­ 
kohama, Miss Winnifred Muire said, 
passengers were unable to ‘under­ 
stand what the iron work out in the 


S t a w is, but they found when 
the 
boat docked that it was the frames 
of automobiles that j>eople had driv­ 
en into the sea to escape the flames. 
Others rushed into the water 
after 
the first shock, standing i.n the sea 
up to their neck, and when the shore 
sank eight feet, 
thousands 
saved 
from the flames were drowned. 
The Mi <st s Muire heard first-hand 
stories of the horrifying experiences 
of those who passed till rough the dis­ 
aster and saw the havoc caused by 
the 
earth 
tremors 
in Yokohama, 
where no building remains standing 
except the tower erected to commem­ 
orate the opening of the port 
of 
Yokohama. The Japanese regard this 
as' portent ions. 
“The Japanese people act as 
if 
they were stunned by the blow,” said 
Mias Winifred Muire. “We were told 
that they never showed their feelings, 
never gave evidence of their 
grief, 
even when their relatives were killed 
and their savings of a lifetime were 
destroyed, but they were slow to re­ 
cover. It was four days after 
the 
disaster before the Japanese 
people 
began to search for bodies and clear

COUNTRY NEEDS 
VERY FEW LAWS 


Reports Reaching Washington Indi­ 
cate Sentiment Favors Enacting 
Little Legislation 


RAIL PRO BLEM IS MAIN ONE 


General Opinion Prevails, However 
That No Changes Are Required 
Now— Internationalists Busy 


(Special to T he D aily Republican) 
Washington, Oct., 29. — Reports 
thitt come to Washington from dif­ 
ferent sections of the country in­ 
dicate a desire that * Congress shall 
do little in the way of legislation at 
the coming session. 
The last Con­ 
gress enacted more constructive leg­ 
islation than any other in history, 
particularly legislation demanded by 
,the fa inning interests, and it is felt 
that the industries of the country 
should he given opportunity to ad ­ 
just themselves to present 
condi­ 
tions without being 
harrassed 
by 
changes or threatened changes. 
The transportation problem is one 
of the most important, 
before 
the 
country today . There are some who 
would make this a subject of legis­ 
lation, but the more general opin­ 
ion is that no legislation whatever 
is needed. 
The only eonmplaint is 
that regarding freight rate*; p a rti­ 
cularly on wheat. There is no charge 
that the railroad - are earning an ex­ 
orbitant profit. 
In favt it. is gener­ 
ally admitted that the profits are too 
small to invite money into railroad 
investment's. But though there is no 
complaint that the 
railroads 
are 
earning too 
much, farm ers 
want 
freight rates on wheat reduced and 
rates on some 
other 
commodities 
raised to mako up for the reduction 
on grain. 
All this, however, is a 
m atter of administration under the 
Inter-state 
Comm w e 
Commission 
and requires no legislation. 
Taxation is 
another 
important 
subject discussed by the public, and 
the leaders in both the legislative 
and flic administrative branch of the 
Government are • onsidering whether 
legislation on that subject 
should 
be undertaken at the coming session. 
There is no dispute as to the de­ 
sirability of reducing taxes. 
There 
is doubt, however, whether it will be 
pra lieable to make 
a 
reduction 
during the coming 
session. 
It is 
deemed certain by many that a bonus 
law will Ik? enacted and 
whatever 
the nature of the bonus a material 
increase in public expenditures will 
be necessary. 
If a bonns law is to 
be enacted there will be an im rease 
rather than a decrease in taxation. 
Those who believe that a bonus law 
will be passed discourage any effort 
to revise the tax laws. 
It is adm it­ 
ted th at under the present s-ale of 
Government expenditures* a verv m a ­ 
terial reduction would be made in 
income 
taxes both 
for large and 
small taxpayers.

It need not he 
a wicked self.

of life m ay be occupied by some 
degrading appetite, so that it drives 
a mail even while he struggles to be 
free.

within us the Christian grace, faith 
in God, hope o f the life that is e- 
ternal, love toward man and God.

humility,

“To /ittain this ambition, we must

There must he discipline.

BUY GOODS FOR THEIR SHOPS 


Hear Many Harrowing Experiences 


From Japanese Earthquake Re- 


fugees in Yokohama 


The Misses Winnifred and Minnie 


Muire arrived home Saturday from 
i trip around the world, buying for 
heir shops here and at*8t Augus- 
tine, Florida, and on-the last leg of 
heir journey home, they spent a few 
tours in Yokohama.'

The Rushville women talked with 


many earthquake refugees in Yoko- 
hama -and;an the • boat- returning 
ionic, as well as" oh the train,' front' 
Vancouver to Chicago, whose pas- 
sengers were all refugees with the 
'xeeptkm of the Misses Muire and 
.wo Filipino trained nurses coming 
;o this country to study. 


The Misses Muire were gone six 


months to a day and traveled in 
twenty countries. They were passen- 
gers on nine steamships and thirty 
rains and •Spent sixty-five days of 
the six months on the water. 


It was" the third trip around the 


world for Miss Winnifred 
Muirc, 


and the first for her sister, who-mar- 
veled at the beauties of the Orient, 
jut came back home convinced that 
here is no place in the world, like the 
United States. 


"No one need ever tell me again 


.hat it is cheap to live in other coun- 
tries," she said, "because I have 
found out differently." 


Miss Muire said that the people.o'f 


every land tried to "hold up" Amer- 
icans, with very few exceptions. 


Miss Minnie Muire will go'to St. 


Augustine soon to open up their shop 
for the winter season and Miss Wi- 
nifred will remain here to unpack, 
mark and ship the scores of pieces 
they brought back from the Orient, 
Egypt and the Bible lands. The 
Rushville women also bought some 
stock for other importers. 


As the steamship approached Yo- 


kohama, Miss Winnifred Muire said, 
passengers were unable to • under- 
stand what the iron work out in the 
sea was, but they found when 
the 


boat docked that it was the frames 
of automobiles that people had driv- 
en into the sea to escape the flames.

Regulation vs Destruction 


The Supreme Court of Illinois has 


rendered an important decision 
in 


the case of a -motor bus company 
seeking 'to operate in competition 
with electric railways. 


The opinion of the court 'Contains 


certain truths showing* the effect of 
duplicating transportation facilities 
and destroying real service. 


Tin; bus company 
wanted 
a 


franchise io operate in certain towns 
with considerable population, which 
was opposed by tiie clectrfc 
rail- 


road system connecting those towns. 


After a full showing, the lower 


court held that the operation of the 
bus line was not a necessary"trans- 
portation facility, although' granted 
by a public service •commission. 


On appeal, the 
Supreme 
Court 


holds that it is not the policy of the 
public utility law of Illinois to pro- 
mote competition as a means of pro- 
viding service.

Jt holds that where one company 


can serve tie -pub-lite 
conveniently 


and efficiently, to jrraiit a competing 
franchise is to make the public pay 
more -it' both companies arc to earn 
a fair return sin their investment. 


The court says that to authorize 


Iras linos to curry passengers at a 
lower rate in the same 
territory 


where an electric line is charging a 
reasonable rate is against public 
interest. 


It says a public service commis- 


sion has no right to make an order 
regulating a public 
utility 
whieih 


amounts to a confiscation of its pro- 
perty.
